The Mew Schoo! Bill. 
— ‘ 

The new Raf 1 Bill, promised by the 
Government at the opening of the Legis- 
Jatare, was iotroduced and obtained a 
first reading: on Mouday, and will come 
up for a second reading on Monday next. 


Jt contains thirty-eight sections, and if 


brevity be ly the soul of wit, or ap 
evidence of @Bad judgment, the author 
of this Bill may at least lay claim to a 
certain measure of common sense. Com- 
ing from the hands of a lawyer, it-is re- 
markably free from that circumlocution 
and verbesity of style which usually 
characterize the productions of gentle- 
men of the legal profession, and in this 
respect we think it an improvement upon 
all previous measares of the hind. It 1s 
not to be expected that in the short com- 
pass of thirty-cight sections provision 
can be made for every contingency that 
may arise in the practical working of a 
system of Common School instruction, 
especially in a new and- sparsely settled 
country such as this is ; and hence it is 
not in any spfrit of faolt-finding that we 
express the op'nion that if the present 
measure becomes law without undergoing 
considerable gmentlment during its pass- 
age through the House, it will come far 
short of meeting the just expectatiozs of 
the people. We are aware that in the 
whole range of subjects claiming the at- 
tention of the Government and the action 
of the Legislature, there is none more 
fraitful of difficulties, or that demands 
more careful thought and patient deliber- 
ation, than that of originating a system 
of general eddcation fur the rising gener- 
ation under the management of the Gov- 
ernment avd maintaived from the general 
revenue of the country. ‘Tne question as 
to whether religious training should or 
should not form a part of the daily 
routine of stddies in common sebools has, 
alike in the “Old country and the new, 
given rise to eudless disputes and bitter 
cootroversies—it has been the politi- 
cian’s hobby; ‘the pulpit orator’s theme, 
upon which to air his eloqaence, and the 
fompre crass bigot’s excuse for kceping 

is children at home aud depriving them 
of the advantages of schooling. In the 
old country the coutest on the subject of 
secular vs. religious teaching in the com- 
mon schools; is as bitter now as it ever 
was. And in Canade, until within the 
past year, it: was just the same. The 
~ Cause of all this trouble was mainly at- 
tribatable to the fact that the schools 
Were not whally’ supported out of the 


general revenue, and bence- those who| 


conscientiously: believed in combining 
religious instruction with secular teach- 
ing constantly “protested against being 
t»xed to support a system of instruction 
they believed to be godless in character 
and Only evil intendevey. Yielding in a 
measure to “those whose prejudices on 
Abe score of ‘religion prevented them from 
areiling themselves of the benefits of an. 
otherwise wheleome seliool law, the. Gov- 
ernment of O..tario passed an Act during 
the last session of the Legislatare muk- 
ing edacafion absolutely free, non-sec- 
tarian in character, and the atteudance 
, Of all cbildreh Uf sehool-going age com- 
as. with certain exceptions specified 
w the Act. We are glad that this Gov- 
eroment bas so far yielded to the gen- 
eral wish ag _to adopt the free system, 
for it will obviate thuse objections which 
would have_been sure ‘to crop up onder 
any other system. Herein is provided a 
good commun school education for every 
child in the‘country, without money and 
without price to the parent or guardian 
of such child, and if they do not avail 
themselves of its generous provisions, it 
will be theif Gwh fault. We think, how- 
ever, there should’ be inserted a com— 
plsory clause in the bili similar to that 
in forge in Outerio. Unless there be 
such ajclausg, we fear the law, in a great 
measure, will’ be a failure, and a large 
proportion ofthe money devoted to ed- 
ucational peponee be practically squap- 
dered. Under the bil] any neighborhood 
or settleméit’ where there are fifteen 
children, between the ages of five 
and sixteed, may apply jor and be 
ereated @ school district, have a school- 
house built, maps, globes, books, eic., 
supplied, eal teacher employed, all of 
which will

Duties of 
Board, &c.—to meet not less than once in 
three months, to adopt measures for advance- 
ment of schools, to select books and author- 
ize purchase of same; to make rules and 
regulations for schools; to grant certificates

good for three years, 3rd for one year; teach- 
ers must bear good moral character; to fix 
salaries of teachers; to take charge of and 
purchase school property and apparatus ; 
to establish separate schools for femees, it 
expedient ; to establish a High School, ii ex— 
pedient. The Superintendent shall visit 
schools for inspection at _Jeast once a year; 
to examine popils, &c.; to deliver in each 
school a lecture on educational mat- 
ters, to suspend, If necessary, teachers, until 
meeting ‘of Board; to make before 1st Septem- 
ber each year, a report of the state of schools; 
to be responsible for all moneys paid through 
In each 
district there shall be not less than three 
trustees, the present to hold office until an- 
nual election in 1873; no trustee can be 
superintendent in bis district. Sections 10 
to 26 prescribe duties of trustees; provide for 

holding school meetings; for election of trus- 
tees; their responsibilities, &c. The trustees 
shall be each a corporation in themselves; 
shall have power to hold land for: school 
purposes; to take charge of school property; 
to visit, from time to time, each school in their 
district; to transmit on January of each year 
& repgrt to the Superintendent. The trustees 
shall have power—should the population be 
scattered—to hold school purt of the year in 
ove section of the district, and part in anoth- 
er. Section 34 is subdivided into 7 clauses 
and prescribes duties of teachers. ll 
schools shall be conducted on strictly non- 
sectarian principles. All Judges, Members 
of Legislature and Clergymen shall be visit- 
ors. Interruptions of meetings; of the exer- 
cises of public schools, &c., shall be liable to 
& penal of sum not exceeding $20 and costs 

of conviction, for each offence; such fine to 
be paid to the Treasurer of ‘such district ; io 
case of default, Justice of Peace in such dis 
trict shall commit for, not exceeding,30 days.

Eprron Sranparp:—This petition was duly 
received by the House of Assembly on Friday 
last. By resolation the House went into 
Committee of the Whole, with a view to con- 
sider the several allegations therein contained, 
A second resolution was passed ordering the 
retura of the Writ of Election to be produced.
